Realize Our Investment 
in the School System 


The reorganization plan for the _ Central Administration 
approved last week by the new San Francisco Board of 
Education is a _ welcome change. It reflects the Board's 
determination to allow the Superintendent to carry out 
some of the reform measures recommended by the Riles 
Commission. 

Of particular interest to us is the appointment of two 
Chinese American administrators to the Superintendent's 
Cabinet in the plan: Carol Choy as Area Superintendent 
and Albert Cheng as the Affirmative Action Officer for the 
School district. 

Forthe first time in the history of San Francisco public 
education,， there are now Asian Americans in the Super- 
intendent's Cabinet. It is indeed ironic that，up until last 
week，Asians played no role in the administration of the 
School system even though，collectively，they comprised 
over 30 percent of the school enrollment. In fact，Asians 
are Still significantly underrepresented at all administrative 
levels, among both certificated and classified personnel. 

We have no doubt that the persistent pressure from 
community organizations in recent years and the timely 
election of Ben Tom to the School Board last November 
exerted what Mr ， Tom appropriately called “subtle 
pressure"” on the Superintendent to appoint representa- 
tives from this excluded segment of San Franciscans. 

However it could be a mistake to think that these two 
appointments will satiate Asian demands for equal partici- 
pation at all levels and a fair share of educational services. 

_We congratulate the Superintendent and the Board for 
taking the first step in rectifying past inequities. We intend 
to monitor and push for greater Asian participation in the 
School System and to actively promote educational pro- 
grams，sSuch as bilingual education and Asian American 
Studies, relevant to the educational needs and interests of 
theAsian American community. 

The school district can no longer afford to ignore the 
Asian population, which has invested heavily in the school 
System, through payment of property taxes and enrollment 
of our children. We urge the Superintendent，with the 
Support of the Board,， to take affirmative and innovative 
steps toward achieving equal educational opportunity for 
all sectors of the diverse population of San Francisco.

While the California Supreme 
Court was considering the case， 
the American Medical Students 
Association filed a brief pointing 
out that in the Davis Medical 
School's first year，1968, it admit- 
ted no black or Chicano students， 
and the next year only one 
Chicano and two blacks were 
enrolled among a class of 50， 
Comparing this to the fact that 
blacks and Chicanos make up 20 
percent of California's population， 
the brief argued that Davis “had 
no _ choice but to take affirmative 
action to remedy the de facto 
Segregation.”

UC 1lawyer Reidhaar responds 
that although the schools use of 
test scores and grades resulted in 
“nearly all white classes,， there 
was “never any intent on the part 
of the school to discriminate 
against minorities.” 

Other minority lawyers have 
argued that UC could have point- 
ed to past discrimination in the 
elementary and secondary schools 
feeding into the University of Cali- 
fornia system . 

James Bell，a spokesman for the 
Black Law Students Association at 
UC's Hastings College of Law， 
points to one reason UC may have 
taken its stand.“The UC Regents 
couldnt admit they discriminated 
in the past or they would have 
been subject to suits from third 
world people,” he charges. 

LEAST 
Finally，the _ California court 
concluded that UC had failed to 
prove that a special admissions 
program based on race Was the 
option open to UC that least dis- 
criminated against whites， 了 or 
racial admissions programs，the 
courts require that a school prove 
there is“a compelling state inter- 
est”requiring the program and 
that there is no alternative to 

racialclassifications. 

In_ this case，the court agreed 
that there was a compelling state 
interest in integrating the medical 
schoolbutsuggested alternatives 一 
like setting up a special program 
for the economically，rather than 
racially disadvantaged 

Some minority lawyers in Cali- 
fornia believe such alternatives 
can be designed，though they 
doubt they will be as effective as 
racial quotas， But they fear that 
the conservative U.S$，Supreme 
Court will take a much broader 
sweep， closing off even these 
options，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Uni- 
versity of California (UC) has de- 
clared its continued commitment 
to appeal a_ California Supreme 
Court ruling last September that 
threatens to put an end to the uni- 
versity's affirmative action admis- 
sions policies; the president of the 
university，David Saxon，recently 
issued a public statement in SuPp- 
port of the appeal. 

The _ current controversy Over 
the advisability of appealing the 
California ruling stems from the 
now well-publicized Bakke case， 
Allan Bakke,，a 36-year-old white 
Sunnyvale engineer， sued UC 
after being twice denied admission 
to the Davis Medical School，in 
1973 and 1974. He charged that 
the sole reason for his rejection by 
the school was his race，and that 
the Caucasian's chances of admit- 
tance Were adversely affected by 
the schools special minority ad- 
missions PITOgI3amn . 

The medical school has annually 
set aside 16 out of the 100 places to 
accommodate incoming minority 
students who would otherwise 
have been screened out by the 
standard applicable to non- 
minority students. The California 
Supreme Court ruled last fall that

OPTIONS 


The court ruling left the univer- 
Sity with the options of either 
bringing the case to the U.S. Su- 
Preme Court，orT restructuring its 
existing policies, Either option en- 
tails advantages as well as risks. In 
its initial decision to take the 
appeal option last November，the 
Board of Regents of UC had to call 
a hearing where contending legal 
opinions were aired. 

Several concerned groups pres- 
ent at the meeting，such as the 
National Council of Black Law- 
yers, the Mexican-American Legal 
and Educational Defense Fund， 
and representatives of minority 
student organizations，argued 
against an appeal. These groups 
contended that the case was weak 
and warned of the adverse impact 
that would ensue should the U.S. 
Supreme Court uphold the state 
courts ruling. Affirmative action 
programs throughout the ation 
would then be jeopardized 

Representatives of the NAACP 
and two UC law professors， 


however，disputed the inadvisa- 
bility of an appeal. 

David Feller，a law professor at 
Boalt Hall, rejected the argument 
that the university has a bad case. 
He said in an interview with the 
Sam Franicisco 下 xa7miner that“the 
record is as good a record as We 
are likely to have.” 


PRACMATIC 


Dean William Warren of the 
UCLA Law School，who was also 
Present at the testimony session， 
offered two pragmatic reasons for 
appeal: The eurrent preferential 
admission programs will have to 
end immediately 让 no appeal is 
filed. This could mean a virtually 
all-white entering class to UCs 
graduate and professional schools 
for the coming fall. Secondly,， it is 
time，he contended，to have the 
legality of affirmative action ad- 
missions Programs settled， and 
only the high_court can do it. 

Last November 19, the Board of 
Regents announced its resolution 
to appeal the case to the Supreme 
Conurt， 

If the U.S. Supreme Court de- 


-cides to take the case, the ruling is 


expected to come in late 1977. The 
result will clarify many troubling 
legal issues affecting affirmative 
action programs throughout the 
nation. The Court may decide as 
early as February whether to take 
the case.
